Andorra 

HIGH up In the Pyrenees 
Mountain! which separate 
Franc* end Spain, eiiitt the tiny 
independent state of Andorra, 
Th/'t little state it located in * 
tingle valley and it entirely sur- 
rounded by mountain!. During 
the severe winter month* Andor- 
ra it practically eut off from the 
outside world. 

Although Andorra it described 
as an independent state, its in* 
dependence is confined to its 
local government and institutions. 
It cannot make any foreign com- 
mitments for these powers rest 
in the hands of the Spanish 
bishop of Urgel and the govern- 
ment of France who jointly con- 
trol it. 

The independence of Andorra 
dates back to the 8th century 
when it was under the feudal 
lordship of a family of Spanish 
counts. In 1170, the state was 
ceded to the Speniih counts ol 
Cast el bo by th* Spanish counts 
of Urgel who controlled it. By 
marriage, the rights of the Span- 
ish counts were transferred to 
the French count of Foil who 
married the heiress of the house 
of Cestelbo. The Spanish bishop 
of Urgel claimed some rights to 
this state hence, by th* Act of 
Division of 1271, control over the 
state was, equally divided be- 
tween the French count and the 
bishop of Urgel. Today * k e state 
is jointly controlled bv the French, 
government who inherited the 
count of Foil's claim and by the 
Spanish bishop of Urgel, 

In Iv2t, the little state issued 
its first postage .stamps which 
ware released by the Spanish 
administrators. These tt*mps and 
those sets which were later is- 
sued by the Spanish administre. 
tors contained the ***** "Andor- 
ra" and the monetary unit was 
the peseta, The first stamps is- 
sued by the French administre- 
tors were in I °3 1 and these bore 
(he name "Valley of Andorra" 
and had at its monetary gn : t, the 
franc. Although there are but * 
few thousand people living in 
Andorra, hundreds of thousands 
of these stamps were printed. 
Naturally many of t«ese stamps 
were printed to satisfy the desire 
«f stamp eoHttfor*.
